The Palm Beach County OD2A
team has been analyzing fatal
overdoses involving Mitragynine,
an alkaloid compound found in the
herbal supplement Kratom.
Studies have shown that Kratom
can induce opioid or stimulant-like
effects; these effects vary based
on dose and use with other
substances.
Of the 30 fatal overdoses in 2021
with Mitragynine listed as a cause
of death, 93% involved at least
one additional substance.

Regulation of Kratom:
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• Kratom is not on the controlled substances list, however it
has been listed as a “Drug of Chemical Concern” by the DEA.

• Florida does not currently regulate its use at the state-level.
• Kratom has not been approved for medical use by the FDA.
